Instructions and Important Suggestions 


LOCAL SERVICH 


The term “BUSY’’, when employed by an oper- 
ator in answer to your call, does not mean, 
as is supposed by some subscribers, that the 
OPERATOR is busy, but means that the LINE 
called for by you is busy. 


ALWAYS CALL BY NUMBER—NOT BY 
NAME 

In making a telephone call, always call by 
number, not by name. Each digit should be 
said as clearly as possible and should be pro- 
nounced as nearly as possible according to the 
following examples: 
“0” to be spoken as ‘‘OH’’—with a long 0. 
“1” to be spoken as ‘“‘WUN’’—with a strong N 


“9”? to be spoken as ‘“‘TOO’’—with a long T and 
long OO 

*3” to be spoken. as: ‘‘'TH-R-R-EH’’—with a 
slightly rolling R and long EB 

“4” to be spoken.as ‘“FOER’’—one syllable, with 
a long O 

**5”’ to be spoken as ‘“‘FIVEH’’—with a long I and 
strong V - 

“6” to be spoken as ‘‘SIX’’—-with a strong X 

“7” to be spoken as “SHEV-EN’’—two syllables 

“8” to be spoken as “ATH’’—with a long A and 
strong T 

**9’’ to be spoken as ‘‘NIEN’’—one syllable, with 


a strong N on the end. 


LOOK IN THE DIRECTORY FOR THE NUM- 
BER of the person to whom you wish to talk, 
and signal the operator in the usual way. Keep 
only the latest issue of the directory. 


WHEN THE OPERATOR REPLIES by saying 
“Number please?’’ give your order slowly and 
distinctly, pronouncing the number by digits. 
For example: ‘‘Seven-Four-Six.”’ This will avert 
misunderstandings. 


WHEN THE OPERATOR REPEKATS be sure 
she has received the order correctly. If the de- 
sired line is in use the operator will report, ‘‘The 
Line is Busy.”’ 

IF THE PERSON YOU ARE CALLING FAILS 
TO ANSWER WITHIN A REASONABLE TIME 
_ or if you wish to attract the operator’s attention 

at any time during a connection, move the book 
-up and-down SLOWLY three or four times. 


DO NOT MOVE THE HOOK RAPIDLY. as 
a rapid movement does not give any signal. 


ANSWER YOUR TELEPHONE PROMPTLY, 
otherwise the calling party may tire of waiting 
and hang up. When holding a line never re- 
place the receiver on the hook, as this will give 
the operator the disconnect signal. 


WHEN YOUR TELEPHONE BELL RINGS do 
not remove the receiver from the hook until the 
bell stops ringing. This is particularly impor- 
tant if you are on a duplex or party line. 

CALL “INFORMATION”: when you wish to 
know a new telephone number not listed in the 
directory. Operators can only give you the 
number requested. They are required to be 
courteous and considerate under all circum- 
stances.

LONG DISTANCE SERVICE 


TO MAKE A LONG DISTANCE CALL signal 
the operator in the usual manner and ask for 
“Long Distance.” The following example shows 
the proper manner in which to give the call to 
the Long Distance operator: ‘This is Three- 
Two-Six, Mr. Jones, calling Mr. Smith, Bight- 
Seven-Six, Washington, N. C.’” The operator 
will call you when she gets your party. 


If the party called has no telephone, the long 
distance operator will, upon request, and at the 
risk and cost to the subscriber, endeavor to se- 
cure a messenger to send to the party called and 
ask him to come to a pay station. The charge 
for this messenger service must be paid by the 
subscriber, in addition to the regular toll 
charges, regardless of whether or not the person 
sent for responds to the messenger’s request. 


APPOINTMENTS TO TALK AT SOME 
PARTICULAR HOUR may be made at a small 
additional charge. To make an appointment 
call, tell the Long Distance operator you wish to 
talk at a certain hour. 


TOLL MESSAGES MAY BE SENT COLLECT, 
by telling the Long Distance operator that you 
wish the toll charged to the telephone you are 
calling. The operator will ascertain if the called 
party is willing to accept the charge, and if so

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Service Connection Charges and 
Charges for Moves and Changes 


Experience and careful investigation of the entire subject has demon- 
strated the fact that certain service connection charges covering to some 
extent the average cost of the initial expense of establishing service for 
new subscribers and of furnishing additional facilities to old subscribers 
should be paid by such subscribers and should not be borne by the entire 
body of telephone users. Therefore, a uniform schedule has been prepared 
which embodies rates that should not retard telephone development in any 
section and will place upon subscribers responsible therefor a portion of the 
costs incident to such service connections, leaving the balance as a charge 
on the business generally. This schedule is as follows: 


SERVICE CONNECTION CHARGES 


1. For Individual and Party Line Service________________- __-$3.50 
2. For each extension station connected with any class of 
telephone! Service fe gs a Ae ee 3.50 


3. For Private Branch Exchange Service the charge for 
establishing service connection: 


(a) For each trunk line connecting the Private Branch 
Exchange with a central office.________________________ 3.50 


(b) For each telephone connected to the Private Branch 
Exchange except Operators’ Telephone Sets____________ 3.50 


4. To cover in part Directory, Accounting, Circuit and switchboard ex- 
penses in cases where service is established by the use of instrumentalities 
already in place in the Subscriber’s premises and no change is made in the 
type or location of such instrumentalities, $1.50. 


CHARGES FOR MOVES AND CHANGES 


The charges for moves and changes in equipment will be as follows: 


1. For moving a telephone set from one location to another on same 
premises, a charge of $3.00. 


2. For moving any other equipment or wiring from one location to an- 
other on same premises, a charge based on the cost of labor and material. 


3. For change in type or style of telephone set, a charge of $3.00. 


4. For other changes in equipment or wiring, a charge based on the cost 
of labor and material.
